HISTORIC REGISTER. 


Turxisu Pourtics.—The Prussian cabinet has demanded its agent 
at Constantinople to procure it an exact and complete return of the 
Turkish forces as regards number and inefficiency of the men now 
under arms, its reserve in case of war, a list of the officers, &c. The 
Prussian cabinet inquired, at the same time, if among those officers 
there were any wiling to enter foreign service, or who might be in 
duced to do so by bribery; it desired to have the names of such 
officers with private notes. on each. If we bring this fact to bear 
upon the step taken by Russia some time since, in demanding expla- 
nations from the Porte as to pretended armaments, and consider well 
the complicity which unites these two powers, more than a fortuitous 
coincidence may be suspected. ‘he measure relative to the sup- 
pression of the sale of slaves, and the abolition of the slave market 
has been favourably received, the Sultan has recommended to the 
attention of his ministers the necessity of forminy efficient roads of 
communication between the principal provinces of production and 
consumption. New regulations are also to be made for fixiny the 
exchange with Europe. | The government has undertaken a reform 
in the coinage, and awaiting the time when that reform will be com- 
plete, it makes an annual agreement with a banking-house at Con- 
stantinople, who engages himself to maintain the rate of exchange, so 
that it may never exceed 110 piastres for one pound steriing, or 172 
paras for a franc, To facilitate these operations, which extend to 
hundreds of millions, the Pacha of Egyp, who, owing to his immense 
exportations, is always receiving fiom Europe, has engaged himself 
to pay his tribute in bills of exchange on London and Trieste. This 
system has been adopted for the last three years. The last agree- 
ment with M. Alleéon, a French banker, expires at the end of Feb- 
ruary, but commerce feels No anxiety on this head, as the urgency of 
fixing the rate of exchange is understood by all. The establishment 
of a bank is also spoken of. lt is a project which has often been taken 
up and abandoned. Besides the other advantages it would offer, it 
would reduce the price of silver, which is as high as 12 to 18 per cent: 
premium., : 

IxeLanp,—Among the parliamentary papers just issued is a docu- 
ment of great value at present, being an abstract of returns from the 
clerks of unions throughout Ireland as to the number of persons 
holding land, size of holdings, &c. The census of 1841 is the basis 
of the calculation, From the returns it appears that in 1841 the 
total population of 130 unions was 8,174,029; and the total area 
19,146,502 statute acres. Lhe number of persons holding land was 
883,097, representing ‘with their families a gross number of nearly 
four-and-a-half millions. The number whose holdings do not exceed 
one acre of ground is 124,407. 

Tue Wueat DUTIES. — An account of the total amount of duty 
received upon foreign wheat imported between the 5th of July, 
1846, and the 19th of January, 1847, has been issued on the motion 
of {the ex- Secretary of the ‘Treasury, Mr. Cardwell, The total 
amount of duty $9 received was 72,059/. on wheat, and 60,929/. on 
wheat flour, making a gross sum total of 132,9881. Of these duties 
114,9642. were received on foreign wheat and wheat flour, and 
18,0241. on British colonial wheat and wheat flour. 

Pusiic INCOME AND EXPENDITURE, — An account of the total 
amount of the public revenue received into and expended from the 
Exchequer, and the balances remaining at the close of each year 
from 1836 to 1846 inclusive, was ordered by the House of Commons 
to be printed on the 19th inst. It appears that in 1836 there was a 
surplus of income amounting to 2,130,092., after which year up to 
1843, when Sir I Peel's financial reforms had begun to take effect, 
there was a regular annual deficiency of income, amounting altoge- 
ther to the sum of 10,188,657/, Since 1843 there has been an equally 
regular surplus of income, which at present amounts in the gross to 
the sum of 11,463,360.. ; so that the former deficiency is now com- 
pletely covered, and a balance left in favour of the Exchequer of 
1,274,703. ‘The total amount of income received into the Exche- 

uer during the past year, 1846, was 53,790,138/., and the total expen- 
diate therefrom 50,943,830/., including 98,077,987/. for the annual 
charge on the funded and unfunded debt ; 2,736,807/. for other charges 
on the Consolidated Fund ; 16,864,697/. for the army, navy, and ord- 
nance services; atid 3,264,339/. for miscellaneous services, leaving a 
surplus of income amounting to 2,846,308}. In 1845 the excess of in- 
come was 3,817 642/., the receipts having amounted to 53,060,3541., 
and the expenditure to 49,242,712, The gross total estimated »mount 
of the taxes repealed or reduced during the above-mentioned decen- 
nial period is 10,012,414% 5 the principal items being pepper, sugar, 
paper, spirit licences, newspaper stamps, postage, coffee, timber, ex- 
port duties, customs uties, Trish spirits, marine insurances, cotton 
wool, coals (export duty), glass, auctions, corn, and provisions, &c. 
The total amount of thenew taxes concurrently imposed is 7,940,993/., 
the principal items being the income-tax, which alone contributes 
5,100,000/., and the porene of 5 per cent. on the Customs and Ex- 
cise proposed in 1840 by Mr. Baring. The capital of the funded and 
unfunded debt now amounts to 782,918,984/,— viz. 764 608,2841. for 
the funded, and 18,310,700. for the unfunded debt. ‘Ihe balance in 
the Exchequer at the close of the year (1846) amounted to the sum 
of 9,131,982/. Such are the interesting particulars which have been 
gleaned from this return,

‘The 
sappers and miners are actively engaged on the Isle of Graine, on 
the opposite shore of the Medway, in preparing a foundation for the 
batteries and other works to be erected at that point. 

Tue South Wesrern Raitway. — On Saturday the viaduct 
reached Glasshouse Street, Lambeth, having completed one-half of 
the proposed extension, and already crossed the Kennington and 
Vauxhal Bridge roads. ‘To-day the houses in Glocester Ro » 
Princes Row, Moss Fields, Salamanca Place, Street, and Row 
together with several in Anderson's Waik, will be demolished for th® 
further progress; as also, in the course of a tew days, the houses o 
either side of the Westminster Bridge Road, where the railway 
crosses at the Marsh Gate. 

Tue City Gaots.—At a committee of aldermen, on Saturday 
last, the crowded state of Newgate, from Lord John Russell having 
refused to transport any more criminals, was brought under notice. 
It was impossible to keep the tried and untried in the same gaol, and 
more prison room must be immediately provided. Mr. Alderman 
Humphry proposed that the Borough Compter, which cost 700l. a 
year, and did not contain a single prisoner, might be allotted to the 
convicted criminals. The recorder said they could not be legally 
detained there, being out of the City. ‘The matter is to be further 

ider ed. 

Orn E. Westminsten Exection. — Ata meeting of the electors of 
Westm nster, favourable to the return of Mr. C. Cochrane, held on 
Monday night at the Craven Head, Drury Lane, Mr. Cocnrane, on 
being introduced to the meeting, entered into a lengthened explana- 
tion of his previous life, and alluded to some letters which have re- 
cently appeared in a contemporary, asking whether Mr. Cochrane is 
the person who, some years since, made a tour through Kent and 
Sussex as Don Juan de Vega, a Spanish minstrel ? He said, in re- 
ply, that he made a tour on behalf of the distressed Spanish emi- 
grants, and that he wrote A description of his tour when a very young 
man. He felt sorry for having written that which in mature years 
he felt was not right. With regurd to the object for which he made 
the tour, he begged to inform the meeting that he had recvived a vote 
of thanks from the Spanish ambassador, and from the highest classes 
of Spain; and in 1544, when he was at Madrid, the Queen Regent 
thanked him for what he had done for her poor emigrant subjects. 
An elector —** There is another very serious charge against you: 
that during your tour you collected a great deal of wealth. Now, 
what I want to know is, what was done with the funds so collected.”

Lord Morrern, in reply toa question from Sir De Lacy Evans, intimated that 
it is not the intention of Governme:.t to make any proposition this session for 
erecting a new bridge across the Thames, 

Mr. E. Extice, jun., called attention to a report presented to the Relief Com- 
mittee of Edinburgh, which drew a tearful picture of the alarming state of des- 
titution in the northern and western districts of Scotland —Sir GEORGE Grey 
stated that Government had not neglected an inquiry nor the means of relief. 
Two frigates were now on the coast laden with meal. 

The CHANCHLLOR of the EXcuEeQuer rose to bring forward the Budget. After 
a few introductory observations, he stated that the general revenue for the past 
year had been unusually prod ‘ctive, the actual increase bei: g 2,846,000/., which 
he thought an unprecedented balance for a Chancellor of the Exchequer to have 
at his command. Tne total amoubt of ordinary expenditure had been 51,576,000/., 
not including the amount of ex. enditure for re ieving the distressin Ireland, which 
he estimated at one million per month throughout the greater part ofthe year. To 
meet the extraordinary expenditure which would be caused by the state of Ire- 
land, he proposed to raise a loan of 8 000,0007 , which he anticipated he should 
be enabled to procure at 3} per cent. lhe interest would amount to 280,0007. 
p-r annum, which would) ot, however, be the only extraordinary demand. He 
should also have to raise the interest on Exchequer Bills from 14d. to 2d., caus- 
ing an increase of 142,000/. per annum on the present amount of interest, the total 
increased interest thus being 492,0007. per annum. The total ordinary expendi- 
ture would be 51,994,000/., which being deducted from the crdinary revenue, 
would leave a surplus of 69,000é. There were, however, several extraordinary 
sources of income, including the balance of money from China, which was 
450,0007. ; but then there werg also extraordinary sources of expenditure. He 
would, therefore estimate the ee or: inary and extraordinary income for the 
ensuing year at 52,515,000/., and the gross ordinary and extraordinary expendi- 
ture at 52,163,000/., leaving á surplus of 332,000/. He did del pal got any new 
or additional taxation to meét the loss on the sugar duties, and he should leave 
the question of the contin#iance or removal of the Income 1 ax to be dealt with 
by a new Parliament.—Mr. Goutsunn, Mr. Hume, Mr. RorBUCK, Lord G. BEN- 
Tinck, and others having briefly addressed the House, the resolutions were 
agreed to. 


HOUSE OF LORDS. — Tvespay, Fes. 23. 


The Royal assent was given, by commission, to several Bills. On the question 
ofthe third reading of the Destitute Persons (Ireland) Bull, Lord BrouGHAM 
again asseverated his objections to the measure, as one calculated to teach the 
Irish poopie to Jook to assistance from the Government rather than rely on the 
exercise of théfr own exertions to support themselves.—The Marquis of Lonpon- 
DERRY defended the conduct of the Irish proprietors, so often run down by the 
Nobie and Learned Lord, who it might be admitted, perhaps, were too apt toifollow 
the example of other Isoble Lords, who lived for a portion of the year in France, 
amusing themselves with boar hunting and other sports.—Lord BrovuGHam de- 
nied that he had ever run down Irish landlords, or boars ; he was not addicted to 
the latter sport out of England.—Lord BEAUMONT urged upon the Government 
that the only remedy for the evils existing in Ireland would be an extensive 
system of emigration, The Bill was then read a third time, and passed. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


The second reading of the Regent’s Canal Railway Bill, after a discussion, was 
again postponed, Lord MorpetH intimating that the consent of the Crown would 
not be given to the Bil in its present form. On the motion of Mr. Hume, a 
select committee was appointed on the subject of expenses incurred before Par- 
liament in the of private bills. Mr. ELLICE’s motion, that all rail- 
way bills should be referred to the Railway Commissioners for their report 
thereon, before being considered by committees of that House, was, after an ob- 
servation from Lord Joun Russet, that he hoped the rule was not intended to 
apply during the present session, agreed to. Sir G. Grey, in answer to Mr. 
Baittie, said it was intended to extend the principle of the Drainage Act to 
other improvements of lands ; and in reply to Mr. Hume, that the Lord Advocate 
had under his consideration a Bill for Sanity landowners in Scotland to sell a 

ortion of their entailed property for the reclamation of the rest.—Lord Jonun 

RUSSELL, in reply to Mr. J. CoLLeTT, observed that it was not intended to unite 
the sees of St. Asaph and Bangor ; that a new bishopric was to be founded for 
Manchester, and that three other new bishoprics were in contemplation, to be 
endowed from the existing revenues of the ahurehs but without giving seats in 
the House of Lords.—Mr. Duncombe moved for leave to bring in a Bill to repeal 
so much of the Reform Act as makes the right to registration in cities and 
boroughs conditional on the payment of poor rates and assessed taxes, which 
motion, after some discussion, being opposed by Lord JoHN RUSSELL, on the 
ground that the principle of payment of rates was not a new one, but existed in 
the case of scot and lot voters before the passing ot the Reform Act, was rejected, 
on a division, by a majority of 20. Mr. E. Duncombe also moved for copies of 
evidence and correspondence relative to the case of Daniel Toner, late a labourer 
in the Royal Arsenal at Woolwich, which question, after some discussion, went 
to a division, when it appearing that there were not forty Members present, the 
House stood adjourned until the next day.

The Labouring Poor (Ireland) Bill was read a third time, and passed.

adopted, ee deed as regarded monastic orders, in lieu thereof. At the same 
time, he did not think he was justified in refusing to give his consideration 
to the Bill, because some parts of it did not meet with his unqualified appro-

THE COUNTRY. 


CAMBRIDGE. — The vice-chancellor has appointed Thursday the 
25th inst. for the commencement of the election of a chancelior of 
this university, which will continue to twelve o'clock noon, Satur- 
day, when it will be finally closed. The vice-chancellor has received 
the following answer from his Royal Highness Prince Albert; — 

The expression of the wish upon the part of so numerous and influential a 
portion of the senate of the University of Cambridge, including so many eminent 
names, that I should a'low myself to be proposed for election into the vacant 
office of chancellor of that university cannot be otherwise than highly gratifying 
to my feelings. Did it not appear, from the proceedings entered into by others 
in the university, that there does not exist that degree of unanimity which alone 
would leave me at liberty to consent to be put In nomination, I should have telt 
both the greatest pleasure and pride in acceding to the desire expressed in this 
address, and so personally connect myself with your ancient and renowned seat 


of learning. 

A general meeting of the members of the senate favourable to the 
election of Prince Albert was held on Monday morning, the master 
of ‘Trinity in the chair. It was unanimously resolved — 

That this meeting deeply regrets that the desire of H.R.H. to accede to their 
request shvuld bave been prevented by the endeavour to elect another into the 
office of chancellor of the university. That it being well known that many 
members of the senate are determined to record their votes in favour of H.R.H) 
and many persons, eminent in rank and talents, having expressed their earnest 
desire to assist in his election, it is expedient to use all possivle exertion to 
accomplish that most ‘desirable object That this meeting confidently trusts 
that it will triumphantly succeed in its efforts to elect H.R.H. into the office of 
chancellor. 

The Cambridge committee of H. R.H. Prince Albert now consists 
of fifteen heads of houses and ninety members of the senate. in 
the “ Cambridge Calendar” for 1846 the number of members of the 
senate was as follows: — Trinity, 1164; Jonn s, 694; Queen’s, 152;

SHEFFIELD. —Plans have been prepared by Messrs. Flockton, Lee, 
and Flockton, architects, of * a most extensive edifice, which would 
be distinguished as the building of the borough,” and which appears to 
be at present under the consideration of the council. The ‘ Iris’ and 
the “ Times” call it a “ mansion-house and public buildings,” or a 
“ council-hall.” It is proposed to erect it as a detached edifice, on 
a very central site, comprising a large area between Bank Street and 
Hartshead. The purposes to which it is proposed to devote it are 
manifold, comprehending, in tact, “ all public purposes ;” but it is 
chiefly to consist of a hall, with standing-room for 10,000 people, a 
council-hall, &c., a court of bankruptcy, stock exchange, school of 
design, museum of arts, mechanics’ institute, and athenzum, literary 
and philosophical, and various other societies’ rooms, banquetting- 
room, and numerous other rooms for public institutions, Other 
towns must look out. 

Devonrort.—A correspondent in the “ United Service Gazette” 
states that, a few days since, two boatmen of this place were er gaged 
by two sailors belonging 'o the Brazilian frigate Constitugao, to carry 
them off to that ship. The “ double fare” flag being up, the boat- 
men are supoosed to have demanded more money than the Brazilian 
seamen chose to give; and we are informed that they went on board 
the frigate with the view of ge'ting that to which they were entitled. 
The two watcrmen, instead of obtaining payment of their fare, were 
seized up and flogged with four dozen lashes each, and at 9h. 30m. 
p-m., turned adrift 1m their boat. 

BarcuTon.—On Friday evening, the 19th inst., the house of Mr. 
Alderman Wilson, Eastern Terrace, was entered and robbed of jewels 
to the amount o: 300/. The robbery was first discovered by the lady’s 
maid, who, on ascending the staircase, heard the wardroom door of 
her mistress’s room creak. On going into the room she saw no one, 
and on looking into the wardrobe, she perceived that the shelf on 
which the jewels were usually kept was empty. She instantly com- 
municated this to her mistress, and Alderman Wilson sent for some 
men from a neighbouring mews, who stationed themselves round the 
house, and wni e they were there, two men, who had a box with them, 
and no doubt were the thieves, walked out of No. 2., passed through 
the midst of them without question, and got clear off. 

BUCKINGHAMSHIRE. —An inquest was held at North Marston, on 
view of the body of Thomas Walker, aged eleven weeks. The de- 
ceased was another victim of that child-destroying narcotic Godfrey's 
Cordial, which was incautiously administered by an ignorant mother, 
to prevent its crying Two tea-spoonfuls of Godfrey's and a decoc- 
tion of poppy heads were duly given tu the unfortunate deceased. who 
became emaciated and ill, and, on the previous morning, was found 
dead by its mother’s side. ‘The evidence went to show that the pa- 
rents had otherwise treated the deceased very kindly. Verdict — 
“ Natural death.” The coroner begged of the mother (who ap- 
peared much distressed), if she had any more children, never to give 
them “ Godfrey’s,” and urged her to warn her neighbours against its 
pernicious effects. 

CHELTENHAM., — As John Banning, one of the rural police, was on 
duty at Haileswood, on Sunday morning last, he met with a man in 
a field, carrying a bundle. Upon questioning him what it contained, 
the man struck the policeman a violent blow on the side of the head 
with a stick, to which eight bullets were attached by a strong cord. 
The constable was stunned for a moment, but having a walking stick 
in his hand, he knocked the man down, who immediately ot up 
again, and closing with the officer, cut him very much in the face 
with a butcher's knife, and stabbed several times at his neck. f Both 
were strong men, but the constable eventually overpowered his an- 
tagonist, bidding him desist and surrender himself, and saying at the 
same time, to frighten the man, “ I have fire-arms in my pocket, and 
will shoot you if you continue to struggle.” The prisoner, in a most 
determined manner, said to him, * Shoot and be d — ; Pll fight whilst 
life is left.” The conflict then continued for some time longer, when 
the prisoner cut the policeman across the back of the riz ht hand, 
dividing the tendons, and depriving. him of the use of his staff hand. 
In the course of the struggle, which lasted nearly two hours, a quan- 
tity of blood was lost on each side, and they both lay in their gore 
exhausted on the ground for some time. The policeman, after a 
little time, roused himself, and commenced shouting “ Murder, 
as he felt himself getting weak from the loss of blood; the prisoner 
all this time was lying, unable to move, on the ground. A carter, 
who lived at a farmhouse near, coming out to sex his horses, heard 
the shouts, and gave information to the police at Winchcombe, 
whither the constable and prisoner were removed in a cart. l'he pri- 
soner was recognised as a notorious character, named David J ohns, a 
sweep, who had been previously convicted of burglary at the winter 
assizes of 1844, and sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. It was 
subsequently ascertained that the house of Mr. ‘Trotman, of Winch- 
combe, had been burglariously entered, by cutting the panel out of 
the door, and a quantity of property stolen therefrom, all of which 
was found in the bundle which the prisoner Johns was carrying, It 
has been discovered that the prisoner's right arm has been broken in 
the dreadful conflict. The constable, we are happy to say, is con- 
sidered out of danger, but very great fears are entertained that he 
will lose the use of his right hand, from the fact of the sinews being 
divided ; the wounds in his neck and face are going on well. Ban- 
ning, we would remark, is a very peaceable man, of a mild disposi- 
tion, and bears an excellent character among the inhabitants of 
Winchcombe and in the force. 

Kent.—The neighbourhood of Maidstone, Tenterden, and Ash- 
ford has, during this winter, been infested with a gang of men who 
have committed several highway robberies. ‘The evenings of the 
markets have been generally selected. On Friday, the 19th inst., as 
Mr. Avann, of Tenterden, and Mr. Pearson, Haiden, were walking 
home from Tenterden market, between six and seven o'clock, they 
were stopped by five men, on the turnpike road, leading to Ashford, 
about two miles out of Tenterden, Mr. Avann offered some resist- 
ance to the two who seized him, on which a third came to their as- 
sistance, but they could only get a few shillings from his pocket, 
while they kept bim down with his head in the hedge. Mr. Pearson 
was thrown down by the other two men, who emptied his pockets, 
taking a watch, a 5. Bank of England note, about 5/. in gold and 
silver, with several papers, letters, and memoranda, . The men went 
by an adjoining field towards Woodchurch, They were afterwards 
pursued without success, but subsequently two men were apprehended 
on suspicion, and have been committed for trial.

Police constable 158 it deposed 
that he was passing Mr. Wale’s house on Sunday, near the church- 
yar and saw one of the doors ajar, and thinking all was not correct, 

e went in, and found a quantity of property, cash-box, and a pistol, 
tied up ready to be taken away. ‘The shop was in a state of confusion 
from being ransacked. On searching further he found the prisoner 
concealed, and on his person was the box now sworn to by Mr. Wale. 
The door had been wrenched open by acrow-bar. Sergeant Parry, 
8 R, stated that he received information from Mr. Davis, trustee of 
the Scotch Chapel, of its having been broken open, and the chande- 
liers carried off. On making inquiry he found that the prisoner 
Ingham had committed the robbery, and sold themto Brown. The 
first lot he sold was six branches, all solid brass, for 2s. 6d.; a second 
lot at the same price on the same day; next day a dozen more for 5s. 
Mr. Trail remanded them for a week, 

KEYHAM. — A report is in very current circulation that the Ord- 
nance authorities purpose removing the powder from the magazines 
at Keyham Point to what are called the temporary depots, within the 
lines. We should be sorry to create any unnecessary alarm, but the 
subject is of so much importance to the inhabitants, that it would be 
a great dereliction of duty on our part if we did not inform them ge- 
nerally of the fact, that the necessary steps may be taken to prevent, 
if possible, the exposure of their lives and property to a casualty 
much to be dreaded. The effect of the explosion at Kinterbury 
must be fresh in the recollection of most of our readers. On this 
occasion only forty barrels exploded, while we are informed there 
are no fewer than 18,000 barrels in the stores at Keyham, with the 
estimated contents of 1,600,000 lbs. 

Sramrorp. — On Thursday evening the 18th inst., Mr. Halliday, 
stonemason, of Scotgate, was walking on the turnpike-road, leading 
from Stamford to Uffington, when, soon after he had passed the toll- 
bar, he was overtaken by a man who, as far as he could distinguish 
from the darkness of the nizht, resembled a “ navvy,” and who asked 
him how far he was going? Mr. Halliday informed him, and they 
walked on together until they reached the foot of the hill within 250 
yards of Uffington, when the fellow struck Mr. Halliday a tre- 
mendous blow on the back of his head, and before Mr. Halliday 
could prepare for self-defence, repeated the attack. Mr. Halliday, 
who is a stout man, was Without a weapon at the time, but he stood 
well on the defensive, and a severe struggle ensued ; the villain, how- 
ever, proved too powerful, and ultimately beat Mr. Halliday to the 
ground, when he continued the brutal assault by kicking him on the 
head and face, and declaring with dreadful oaths that he would 
murder him. ; Fortunately at this moment some one was heard 
coming at a distance, and the fellow ran away, taking with him Mr. 
Haliiday’s hat, which was nearly new, 

Oswestry. ~ A poor man, named William Miller, by trade a bell. 
hanger, was discovered in a sunken fence in Porkington Park; his 
right leg was broken, and the features disfigured by vermin. He 
had not been seen since Monday night, the 8th inst., and, as is sup- 
posed, had taken a near cut across the park, and, in leaping the 
fence, broke his leg, and perished through the inclemency of the 
weather. 

DuruamM.—On Wednesday last, a portion of the outer wall of the 
old round tower, which stood at the end of what was formerly the 
Castle Moat, at the back of Queen Street, fell upon the roof of an 
Opposite house, the upper portion of which is occupied by one of the 
university servants, named Norton, with a tremendous crash, At 
the time of the accident, Norton and his wife were seated at tea, but 
most providentially, although the roof was completely smashed, and 
the room in which they were half filled with rubbish, the man 
escaped without injury, and the female with only a few trifling 
bruises. A few fowls which were in the room were killed. 

Hurt. — On Sunday night last, the six r.m. mail train left Hull 
for London, with two engines, one before and one behind. When 
the train was about a mile from the Hessle station, some carriages

Moyrtrost.—The shipowners of Montrose having memorialised 
Mr. Hume against the proposed alteration in the navigation laws, 
Mr. Hume concludes his letter in return thus :—‘ I must say, that 
I regret to find that those who acted upon sound principles, in the 
demand for free trade in food, and free trade in the raw materials, 
&c., imported into this country, should desire to be protected in their 
trade of shipping. 

Grascow.—On Thursday the 18th inst., as the city watchman, 
along witn the private watchman, was examining the new school 
premises in Elmbank Place, they went into a room where the private 
watchman has been in the habit of kindlir ga fire, which is enclosed 
round with bricks. On taking out the ashes from the fireplace, he 
found a large piece of clay, which he took up and broke, and found 
under the coating of clay an earthenware ginger-beer bottle con- 
cealed, which he broke in pieces, and to his astonishment discovered 
that it had been filled with gunpowder, Had the man, as he com- 
monly does, kindled the fire without taking out the ashes, in a short 
time the bottle would have exploded, and most likely have killed him 
on the spot. Who the perpetrator of the attempt on the poor man’s 
life was, cannot be guessed; but he cannot account for it otherwise 
than by supposing it to have been the work of some men employed 
about the buiding, whom he had been the means of detecting as 
having secreted lead for the purpose of carrying away. 

Ricurt To Drove Roaps.—A case was decided lately in the Court 
of Session of great importance to the Highlands, and indeed to the 
country at large, by which the right of the public to what are termed 
‘drove roads’ is established. The case originated a few years ago 
in an attempt by the Marquis of Breadalbane to abolish the long-used 
cattle stance at Inverveach, on the great druve road through Argyil- 
shire, with the view of more Strictly preserving his lordship’s deer 
forestin the Black Mount. e attempt necessarily created a great 
sensation, not only throughaut the whole Highlands, but among the 
graziers of the northern counties of England, who are so much in- 
terested in the cattie trade of. the north of Scotland. Public meet- 
ings were held at various places, a deputation was appojnted to cor- 
respond with the noble marquis and his agents, with the view to an 
amicable arrangement of the matter, and that failing, a public sub- 
scription was raised to try the question in the persons of the tenants 
at Inverveach, on whose grounds the right of interference was first 
exercised. With the exception of Lord Fullerton, who rather quali- 
fied the broad view taken by the rest of the bench, their lordships 
unanimously sustained the right of the public to the roads in ques- 
tion; and Lord Jeffrey explained the justice of tne principle thus 
established in his usual felicitous style of illustration. The case may, 
no doubt, be protracted by appeal ; but, in the face of such an opinion 
as ree delivered, we can hardly suppose such a course will be 
adopted. 

REMARKABLE ESCAPE, — On Monday, as a lad named Morrison, 
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in the employment of Mr. M‘Gill, glazier, Castle Street, was repair- 
ing a skylight on the roof of a tenement at the west end of George 
Street, he missed his footing, and falling a distance of five stories, 
came upon the back of a man employed by Mr. Anderson, fish- 
monger, and the two tumbled into the area together. Morrison was 
not very seriously injured, having only received some comparatively 
slight bruises; but Wilson, on whom he fell, is much more seriously 
hurt, though happily not dangerously £0. 

A Great Impostor. — On Thursday last, a smart-looking young 
lad, who rejoices in the imposing title of James Henry Christopher 
Hunter, was brought before Mr. Sheriff Douglas, at Cupar, on a 
charge of falsehood, fraud, and wilful imposition — Ist. By having 
taken lodgings from a lady in Kirkaldy, which he occupied for some 
days on the false pretence that he was a commission-agent. 2d. 
With having imposed on the managers of the assembly-rooms of 
Kirkaldy, by engaging and taking possession of these rooms on the 
false pretence that he was going to exhibit Generai Tom Thumb, the 
Ethiopian Serenaders of Virginia, and the Indian chief, Tongo 
Mongoro. 3d. By imposing on Mr. Birrell, printer, Kirkaldy, and 
inducing him to print a large hand-bill, and five hundred admission 
cards. 4th. By publishing this bill through the town of Kirkaldy, 
and thereby seducing the lieges to purchase tickets. And, lastly, 
after the assembly- rooms were lighted up, and the people had parily 
assembled, by running off in a gig, for Burnt Island, and failing to 
pay any of ihe parties above-mentioned. He was caught in Edin- 
burgh, by the very officer who had been engaged by him to take 
charge of the receipts of the door at Kirkaldy. He pleaded guilty, 
and was sentenced to sixty days’ imprisonment.

Dustin. — At a late meeting of the guardians and relief commit- 
tees of the Fermoy union to make arrangements for bringivg the 
new relief measures into operation, a Protestant clergyman proposed,

That, impressed 
with those sentimeuts of gratitude, we call upon ail boards of guardians to join 
with us in thus tendering our public thanks to the English people for the 
assistance which they have given at this time to our afflicted, but not ungrateful 
countrymen. 

It is not surprising that the Irish people should be grateful when 
they find such noble contributions as 870/. from one commercial 
firm, that of M. Evans and Co., of Derby. ‘ This act,” says a 
Roman Catholic priest, writing to the “ Western Reporter,” “ wants 
no praise. It is a splendid example to others connected by property 
or person with this country.” 

Rergat Association. — Mr. Thomas Steele announced on 
Monday that all the reports respecting the indisposition of Mr. 
O'Connell were utterly false, and that, although not as young or 
healthy as his sons, the “beloved leader” was extremely well inveed. 
Of course, the learned gent!eman would be unworthy the title of 
father of his country if he did not suffer in mind at the gross con- 
duct of the Government in not taking active measures to relieve the 
distress of his beloved fatherland!! ‘This announcement must, of 
course, be regarded as demi-official; but as the Head Pacificator 
omitted to state any reason for the non-receipt of Mr. O’Connell’s 
ordinary weekly missive to Mr. Secretary Ray, the feeling of un- 
easiness, either in or out of doors, was not altogether allayed. After 
some frothy deciamation touching the signa: defeat of the combined 
Repeal forces at Galway, the rent was announced to be 43/. 2s. 2d. 

Srate or tHE Country.— The Siigo papers present us with a de- 
ploravle picture of the condition of that country. Fever and dysen- 
tery prevail to a fearful extent. The workhouse of Sligo con‘ains 
1100 inmates (it was built to accommodate 800), and of the 1100 now 
there, 600 are under sick treatment. From Abamlish, a clergyman 
writes that seventeen deaths by starvation occurred in one week. In 
Coolavin, on the other hand, the people are said to be “dying in 
scores,” and it is added that one-third of the population will be swept 
away.

Warerrorn. — On Wednesday last, T. Gamble, Esq., held in- 
eae on the bodies of three persons, who died from want of food. 

Ve have been informed that 350 men have been discharged from 
work in the neighbourhood of Bonmahon, and that awful destitution 
prevails there at present. ‘There are twenty persons in sucha miser- 
able state at Bonmahon, that the coroner told us he expected to be 
called out to hold inquests on then before the end of the week. 
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Newtown, MONTCOMERYSHIRE.— Early on Wednesday the 17th 
inst. a fire broke out on the premises of the Queen's Head Inn, and 
although every exertion was used to stop the progress of the flames, 
nearly the whole of the premises, together with the furniture, were 
consumed. Mr. Peplow, landlord of the inn, the ostler, and Mr. 
Ferry, maltster, of Clunton,jnear Bishop's Castle, who was staying 
there for the night, were all burnt to death. 

Wreck or THE Bracuin. Castie.— A correspondent reports the 
loss of this vessel, J. R. Baxter, master, bound from Adelaide, South 
Australia, laden with a caigo of wool and copper ore. The crew, 
consisting of sixteen hands, together with eight passengers, have 
perished. It is thought that the vessel must have struck on the Hel- 
wick Sands, fourteen miles from the Swansea harbour, either on 
Thursday or Friday night. Not a vestige, however, remains of the 
huil. Large portions of wreck, a great number of boxes, and pas- 
sengers’ luggage, as well as documents belonging to the vessel, have 
been washed ashore. ‘I'he documents are now in the possession of 
the Comptroller of Customs at Swansea. The only bodies yet found 
are those of two sailors; one of them had a life buoy secured ‘to his 

erson. A large leather bag, containing the Australian’ mail, and 
addressed to the Postmaster- General, was picked up on the’ beach, 
and forwarded. 

Carnarvon.—The loss caused by the ravages of the potato disease, 
within the counties of Anglesey and Carnarvon, is estimated, by par- 
ties who are competent to judge, at 10s. in the pound upon the annual 
rental of the Jand, as assessed to the poor rates. The rental of the 
land so assessed, according to the latest parliamentary returns, was — 
Anglesey, 164,6374, and Carnarvonshire, 125,587.. In forming this 
estimate, the calculation was based upon the assumption that only 
three-fourths of the crop had been destroyed. Even supposing, 
which is certainly not the case, one-fourth of the crop to have been 
in a sound state, the actual loss within the two counties would be up- 
wards of 145,112/., which, at 8s. a quarter, would purchase 362,780 
quarters, or 90,695 tons of potatoes.

Dartmoutru. — Between two and three o'clock on Friday afternoon, 
the 19th inst., the Nimble cutter, Mr. J: P. Blundell, ccmmander, 
was standing along shore, between Berry Head and Dartmouth, in 
chase of a small smack, when her progress was suddenly arrested by 
a sunken rock, and caused a rapid leak; the vessel fell over on her 
starboard side, drifted from the rock, and instantly sunk, in an up- 
right position, in deep water. The crew were saved by hastily 
cutting away the boats from the tackles, but without clothes, bags, or 
bedding. It is said the fatal rock is not laid down in any chart,and 
that the commander is a zealous officer and hignly respected.

Loamy, ferruginous, and aluminous soils, moor earth, and 
bog, are unfavourable to decomposition; sandy, marly, and calca- 
reous soils are favourable to it. ater, ata low temperature, has the 
tendency to promote a languid decomposition; a high and dry tem- 
perature tends to produce the consistency and permanency of mum- 
mies; a temperature of from 65 degrees Fahrenheit, and upwards, 
and a moist atmosphere, is the most favourable to decomposition. 

The regulation of the depth of the graves has been found to be a 
subject requiring great attention, to avoid occasioning too rapid an 
evolution of miasma from the remains, and at the same time to avoid 
its retention and corruption, to avoid the pollution of distant springs, 
and also to avoid rendering increased space for burial requisite by the 
delay of decomposition usually Produced by deep burial, for the 
ground usually becomes hard in proportion to the depth, and delays 
the decomposition. > 

Space between the graves is also a matter requiring attention, to 
avoid the uncovering of the coffin in one grave in opening another, 
and to prevent the accidents arising from the falling in of the sides of 
the graves. To avoid treading on the graves, and to allow the access 
of friends; wide spaces must be allowed also for walks, 

At present the deaths in the metropolis are upwards of 52,000; and 
for round numbers the average may be taken at 50,000 annually. 
Such an amount of mortality would require, for the several classes 
of graves, about 48 acres, OF a space of nearly the size of St. J ames’s 
Park within the rails, oat On the Same scale, supposing the 
interments genetally renewable in decennial periods, the space re- 
quired for national cuneate the metropolis would be 444 acres, 
or a space co-extensive with Hyde Park, which has 350 acres, and the 
Green Park, and St. James's Park put together, or rather more than 
one-fourth more than the Regent’s Park, which has 350 acres; or, 
one-fourth less space than the Hyde Park and Kensington Gardens 
taken together. But Sera | the spaces for the cemeteries, spaces 
would be requisite as belts of land surrounding them, and to be kept 
clear of houses. 

The proper distance of places of interment from houses is calcu- 
lable according to the number of interments. On this subject there 
have been some, though not complete, observations, There is a 


churchyard at Stuttgart, in which 500 bodies are interred yearly, a 
depths varying with the age, with no more than one corpse in each 
grave, yet a north-west wind renders the emanations from the ground 
perceptible in houses distant from 250 to 300 paces. The stench of 
the carrion-pits at Montfaugon is almost insupportable to a person 
not used to It, at a distance of 6500 feet, and with certain winds at 
double that distance, and under some circumstances even to the dis- 
tance of five miles. Besides the surface emanations, the pollution of 
the subsoil drainage and springs have to be regarded, Captain Vetch 
States, that, on some plains in Mexico, where animals have been 
slaughtered and buried in pits in permeable ground, the effects on 
vegetation were to be seen along the edges of a brook for a distance 
of three quarters of a mile. In some jam they actually slaughtered 
and buried animals for the purpose of influencing the’ surroundin 
vegetation. By the best regulations in Germany, wells are forbidden 
D be sunk near grave-yards, except at certain distances, such as 300 
eet. 

On such data as have been obtained, the distance of a cemete 
ought to vary according to its size, or the number of the population 
for whom burial is required. The cemetery for a small population 
of from 500 to 1000 inhabitants should be not less than 150 Paces; 
for 1000 to 5000 inhabitants, not less than 300 paces; for above 5000, 
not less than 500 paces. In Prussia, the distance from houses at 
which cemeteries may be built, is fixed at not less than 500 paces; at 
Stralsund, in Prussia, at 1000 paces. Attention to these circum. 
stances in laying out the grounds of the West London Cemetery has’ 
secured for it the advantages which they so obviously and stron l

be protected from lution by drainage; and that by these means 
the necessity of far distant sites, and the inconvenience and expense 
of conveying the remains, and obstructions to the access of friends to

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_ Amongst these means, one for preventing the escape of emana- 
tions at the surface by absorbing and purifying them, is entirely in 
accordance with the popular feeling. The great body of English

At 
the Abney Park and West London Cemeteries, where very suc- 
cessful attention is paid to the grass, this is done; but in some dis- 
tricts of towns it marks the impurity of the common atmosphere 
that even grass will not thrive; and that flowers and shrubs which 
live on the river side, or in spaces open to the breeze, become weakly 
and die rapidly in the enclosed spaces in the crowded districts. Se- 
veral species of evergreens, and the plants which have gummy or 
resinous leaves, that are apt to retain soot or dust, die quickly. The 
influence, therefore, of a full variety of flowers and a rich vegeta- 
tion, so necessary for the actual purification of the atmosphere, as

well as to remove associations of impurity, and refresh the eye and 
soothe the mind, can only be obtained at a distance from most towns, 
It occasionally happens ihat individuals incur expense to decorate 
graves in the town churchyards with flowers, and more would do so, 
even in the churchyards near thoroughfares, but that they perish. 
Mr. Loudon recommends for planting in cemeteries, trees chiefly 
of the fastigiate growing kinds, which neither cover & large space 
with their branches, nor give too much shade when the sun shines, 
and which admit light and air to neutralise any mephitic effluvia. 
Of these are the Oriental arbor vita, the evergreen cypress, the 
Swedish and Irish juniper, &c, For the same reason, trees of the 


narrow conical forms, such as the red cedar and various pines and 
firs, are desirable. In ap especie A situated cemeteries, some of 
the larger trees, such as the cedar of Lebanon, the Oriental plane, 
the purple beech, the dark yew, and the flowering ash, sycamores, 
mountain ash, hollies, thorns, and some species of oaks, such as the 
evergreen oak, the Italian oak, with flowering trees and shrubs, 
would find places in due proportion. 

There is one point of view in which the site of cemeteries does not 
appear to have been considered on the Continent; and perhaps in no 
place could it be of so much importance as in London, namely, the 
convenience of access for processions, including in the consideration 
the protection of the inhabitants of particular quarters from an excess 
of funeral processions, and the mourners from the conflicting im- 
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pressions consequent on a passage aL thoroughfares crowded by 
a population unavoidably inattentive. t might be found on a sur- 
vey, that the banks of the river present several eligible sites for 
national cemeteries, and one pre-eminent recommendation of such 
sites, would be the superior and economical means of conveyance, 
they would afford by appropriate funeral barges, for uninterrupted 
and noiseless passage over what has been dencminated “* The Great 
Silent Highway.”

toes THE Gnxco- RUSSIAN Cnurcn. — The Emperor of 
Russia has recently issued a decree, the object of which is to pre vent 
roselytism in favour of any other religion than the Greco- Russian. 
The first article declares that any person abjuring the Greco- Russian 


religion shall be placed at the disposal of the ecclesiastical authorities 
— shall be disinherited by such of his relations as profess that reli- 
gion — shall have all his fortune placed under control, and shall not 
be allowed to reside in the district in which his property is situated. 
If he returns within the bosom of the established church, these penal- 
ties are to cease; but it he does not return within the time fixed by 
the ecclesiastical authorities, he is to be cited before a criminal 
tribuna!, which cannot inflict a penalty less than that of perpetual 
detention in a convent, with unceasing acts of penitence and contri- 
tion. ‘Ihe fourth article provides that whoever shall deliver dis- 
courses, or publish writings calculated to cause persons who belong to 
the Greco- Russian church to abandon their faith, shall lose the pre- 
rogatives of his rank, and be condemned to from one to two years 
imprisonment. If the same offence be committed twice, the delin- 
quent is to be condemned to the loss of civil rights, and to hard 
labour in a fortress for from four to six years; if a third time, he is 
to be exiled in Sibetia, and, in addition to all this, he is to receive the 
knout if he belongs to the classes subject to corporal punishment. 
Article 5. declares that fathers and mothers belonging to the Greco- 
Russian church, who shall cause their children to be baptized in 
another form of faith, shall be puni-hed with two years’ imprison- 
ment, and shall have their children taken from them, and educated by 
other members of their family of the Greco- Russian religion; and 
in case there be no relations of that creed, then by persons nominated 
by the government. Any person preventing a member of another 
religion from embracing the Greco- Russian, is to be imprisoned for 
several months. 

Unitep States.—The packet ship Oxford arrived in the Mersey 
on Sunday, bringing papers from New York to the 4th inst. Tne 
accounts taken out bythe Hibernia had caused much excitement and 
activity in the towns of the Ohio. It is evident that our French 
neighbours have not got the advance of us in the purchase of “ bread- 
stuffs.” as one of the Havre packets, the lona, had been taken off that 
line and put on for Liverpool A vessel that was loaded at Balti- 
more with flour for Rio Janeiro, had her destination changed for 
Liverpool, at 8s. per barrel freight. Our commercial advices from 
New Orleans extend to the 25th ult. The markets there were active, 
a few days later inteliigence having been received from Liverpool, 
vid Savaunah, whicn had the effect of advancing prices. Corn nad 
an animated demand, and brought 70 to 75 cents. per bushel, Fiour 
was selling at Baltimore at 6 doilars per barrel, aud some wheat re- 
ceived by waggons at 118 to 125 cents. per bushel. 

Mexico.— According to later accounts which reached Washington 
from ‘Tampico, we find that the rumoured collision of the Awercaa 
troops with the Mexicans had been confirmed. ‘These accounts, 
which are dated ‘Tampico, January 14, state that dispatches from 
General Taylor, at Vicioria, to General Shields, to suspend 
operations for the present, had been received. He entered, Vic- 
toria on the 9th ultimo, accompanied by General Quitman. The 
latter is said to have driven the Mexicans before him the last thirty 
or forty miles before entering Victoria. The Mexicans were most 
unwilling to give up the place, but went out on one side as Quitman 
entered on the other. The general opinion there was, that the 
Mexican forces were not far off. Large Mexican forces, mostly 
cavalry, were at Sula, under General Valmeira, and it is reported 
that Generals Urrea, Romero, and Fernandez were in that vicinity. 
Colonel May, who had been sent forward to examine the mountain 
passes between Montemoralles and Labradores, was attacked by a 
large body of Mexicans. On his return, when proceeding through a 
pass leading to Liscares, his rear guard was cut off, by the Mexicans 
rolling large stones into the pass, which was scarcely wide enough for 
a single horseman. According to Colonel Kiney’s estimate, the 
Mexican army at San Luis Potosi amounts to 30,000 men, and their 
entire force in the field 50,000. Generals Taylor and Patteson were 
at Victoria, awaiting orders from General Scott, and it was con- 
sidered probable that General Shields might have a brush with the 
enemy at Tampico ; the force remaining there was about 950 strong, 
while the Mexicans were reported to have from 2000 to 3000 men be- 
tween that city and Victoria.

Bill, when the Lorp CHANCELLOR, the Earl of Minto, and Lord CAMPBELL sat as 
Royal Commissioners. 

ROGRESS oF PuBLIC Business.—Lord STANLEY rose, in accordance with the 
notice he had given last night, to ask a question as to the progress of public busi- 
ness. He then adverted to the state of the business before their Lordships, or 
rather the state of no business, and remarked that they were now in the sixth 
week of the session, and with the exception of what was on the paper for that 
evening, there was not a single Bill or notice of motion on the books to submit 
to their Lordships’ consideration, and from what he could learn as to the state of 
business in the other House, where the estimates were under consideration, it 
was not likely that they would have any for some time.—The Marquis tof Lans- 
Downe replied, that with regard to the business done, he might remark that in- 
stead of only one Bill having passed, as alleged, through all its stages, there had at 
least been six importaut ones passed since Parliament commenced, measures ne- 
cessary to meet the condition of the people of Ireland. He made bold to say that 
this was a greater amount of business than had ever been done during any first 
six weeks of a session for a long period of time. Lord BROUGHAM ex ressed his 
dissatisfaction with the present accommodation of the House of Lords, and said 
he would prefer to sit for an evening in any union workhouse than in that build- 
ing. He had that day the great gratification of going over the new houses, and 
averse as he was to Gothic architecture, he was bound to say that the taste, the 
ingenuity, the skill, and the splendour of all he saw was almost sufficient to re- 
concile him to that style of architecture. It was the exterior and interior beauty 
of all he had seen that day. It was the most splendid pile of buildings to be seen 
io any country, and reflected the greatest credit on the architect who had de- 
signed it and carried it into execution. — T'he Marquis of JANSDOWNK had great 

leasure in stating that were their Lordships desirous of adjourning to the new 
House before Easter, it would be ready for their reception.—After a few words 
from Lord BrovGaaM, expressing a hope that unity of design and execution 
would be observed in the frescoes, the subject dropped.

Poor Laws.—On the motion that the House resolve itself into Committee of 
Supply, Mr. Rogpuck said he had given notice of his intention to ask a question 
of the Kight Honourable Baronet, the Secretary of State, relative to the present 
poor laws in this cou:.try. Questions had been put to Mr. Matthew Hill, whether 
certain proceedings ot the Poor Law Commissioners had been legal, and if pro- 
ceedi: gs could be taken against them by indictment or otherwise, to wnich Mr. 
Hill answered that the first act of the statutes was legal, but that the conduct of 
the Poor Law Commissioners was illegal if the facts were as described in the 
qurstion; and, thirdly, that they coula be proceeded against by indictment, by 
information, or by action. Among other regulations in this act, these Commis- 
sioners were to act as a Board, and not in their individual capacity as Commis- 
sioners, and their proceedings were to be subject to the supervision of the Secre- 
tary of State. And now it appeared, from the result of this Andover inquiry, 
that ever since their constitution, the act of Parliament had been violated, and 
the quertion he had to ask what was now to be done. At the present moment 
also three or four gentlemen, who had been entrusted with the carrying out of 
this law, had taken on themselves to violate an act of Parliament. nder these 
circumstances he would wish to know, if it was the intention of her Majesty's 
Government to extend the Poor Law to Ireland, whether it would be equitable 
to do so without a knowledge of all the circumstances connected with its working 
in England ?—Sir G. GREY said that on receiving the report of the committee of 
inquiry into the circumstances connected with the administration of the Poor 
Law, Ís (Sir George Grey) had addressed to the Poor Law Commissioners a 
letter, caliing upon them to state what might have been the course followed by 
them in cona..cting the business of their office. He had received a full report 
upon that subject, aud that report had been referred to the opinion ot the law 
otticers of the crown. ‘The result of that reference was, that her Majesty's Go- 
vernment had no doubt as to the legality of the acts, or the validity of the law 
under which they were performed. The Noble Lord at the head of the Govern- 
ment had stated the course he was to pursue with regard to Ireland, and had 
asked and obtained leave to bring in a bill upon this subject.

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THE INDIA SALT MONOPOLY. 


THE salt monopoly of the East India Company has received its 
death-blow. The Board of Commissioners for the affairs of India 
have caused the East India Directors to dispatch a missive to their 
local government of Bengal, commanding the removal of all op- 
pressive restrictions upon the importation of British salt into 
India. Henceforward the native of India will have his choice of 
using the pure, cheap salt manufactured in Cheshire and Worces- 
tershire, or the expensive, weak, and dirty commodity fabricated 
for his especial benefit on the shores of Bengal, or the Gulphs of 
Arabia and Persia. We give him credit for capacity to make a 
wise election, in spite of the efforts of sub-monopolists to repre- 
sent the British manufactured article as polluted by Christian 
hands, and therefore pernicious on religious, if not on physical, 
grounds. Economy is the great argument with the Hindoo, and, 
coute qui coute, he will use that commodity which favours it. The 
result may be foreseen. The East India Company, obtaining no 
market for their own costly, inferior, and illegal produce, will 
soon renounce the manufacture altogether, and the native of India 
be thus admitted to the advantage of free trade in the second 
most important staple of existence, England next receives her 
share of the reaction of the blessing. Freed from the heavy tax 
upon his labour, the Hindoo becomes the consumer, to the extent 
of his saving, of the manufactures of Manchester, Blackburn, 
Preston, &c. ; Liverpool, Bristol, and Gloucester find extra em- 
ployment for the shipping in their docks, as carriers of salt in the 
first place, and piece goods in the second; the sugar trade, the 
hide trade, the coal trade receive an impetus — the former from 
the relief afforded the grower, and the two latter from the in- 
creased consumption of salt; and the government of the Eastern 
empire beholds the population raised from a state of indigence to 
one of comparative prosperity, paying revenue, yielding cheerful 
allegiance, and prepared to be illumined with the light of Christian 
truth.

THE WEEK. 


Tire Budget has béen the themë, par eminence, of the past week, 
What money Ireland might require, how it was to be obtained, 
and how repaid, had engaged men’s thoughts for some time ; and 
to the speech of the Chancellor of the Exchequer they conse- 
quently looked forward with interest, as promising a solution of 
the troublesome enigma. The scheme of the finance minister has 
been heard, and, we are free to say, heard with satisfaction by all 
but those ungenerous, grudging, short-sighted members of our 
vast community who would visit on Ireland the sins of her former 
governors, and withhold every fraction of aid, at the most fright- 
ful crisis within the memory of man. It seems that eight millions 
sterling will be required to mitigate the sufferings of Ireland, and 
keep her labouring population employes until—or even bey ond— 
the next harvest. The balances inthe Exchequer at this moment 
amount to nine millions; but considering the possibility of our 
having a bad harvest next autumn, the Chancellor does not deem 
it wise or prudent to touch them. He therefore proposes to bor- 
row the whole eight millions, at 3} per cent., holding out to the 
country the consoling prospect of the loan being repaid by the 
Irish landlords, to whom, or for whom, it may be advanced. Par- 
liament has ratified the proposal; and on Thursday last the Pre- 
mier was to receive tenders for the loan. Sir Charles Wood gave 
a rather agreeable account of the state of the revenue generally ; 
but he stated frankly that the income was likely to be so little in 
excess of the expenditure for the next year, that he could not 
afford to part with any of the duties which he had been urged to 
reduce; on the other hand, he would propose no new taxes. The 
Income Tax remains to be dealt with by a new Parliament; and 
we trust the electors will make a pledge to vote for its abolition 
the conditions of their returning their several representatives. 

The Destitute Persons (Ireland) Bill has passed through the 
House of Lords, after a little tinkering. Happily it is not much 
the worse for the trouble certain peers deemed it incumbent upon 
them to take to demonstrate their existence, if not their import- 
ance, as an estate.

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H M.S. DAPHNE IN THE GALE OF 9292p, NOVEMBER, 1846. 
FUNERAL OF THE ae OF NORTHUMBER- 


H.M.S. DAPHNE. 


During the passage of H. M.S. Daphne, Capt. Onslow, from Rio 
to England, arriving at Spithead, on the 31st of December last, she 
experienced in lat. 46 deg. 45 min. N. and long. 7 deg. 53min. W. 
an awful gale, which at one time threatened to engulf the gallant 
craft and her crew in the raging waves. She left Rio on the 20th of 
October, and left two of our men of war, the Curagoa and the Griffin, 
there. On board she carried a valuable freight of dollars and bars 
of silver to the amount in worth of 1,500,000/., of which not less than 
1,250,000 dollars were on account of British mercantile firms. With 
this amount of treasure on board, the expectant owners may well 
have felt considerable anxiety regarding her safety, especially as 
accounts of her having left Rio long preceded her arrival in Eng- 
land ; and it was known that several vessels on the same course had 
foundered in a severe gale that sprung up a few days after the de- 

arture of the Daphne from the station. Our illustration represents 
fer position at the time when the full paR of the hurricane had 
reached her. This was on the 22d of November last, and so vio- 
lently was she assailed by wind and sea, that she lost her quarter 
boats, spanker booms, life buoy, and her sails were completely blown 
away. The Daphne, although she succeeded in weathering the 
storm, was shaken through her whole frame, and was obliged to put 
into Vigo to refit, and to obtain provisions. It could not be ex- 
pected, therefore, that she should have performed the voyage, under 
these circumstances, in less time than she did; besides, she was detained 
by adverse winds more than twelve days on her voyage from Vigo. 
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The announcement that the funeral of this distinguished noble- 
man would take place on Tuesday, at one o'clock, drew together 
great numbers of persons in the vicinity of Charing Cross. The 
thoroughfares in the neighbourhood were rendered for some time 
almost impassable ; but order was preserved very efficiently by a 
body of the A division of police. At about twenty minutes past 
twelve o'clock all the arrangements were concluded, and the hearse, 
containing the remains, drove out of the court-yard, the mourning 
coaches and private carriages, &c., of the royal family and nobility 
in attendance following. The ceremonial was conducted by Mr.

When figured satin ribbons are saturated with 
such solutions and exposed to the sun’s rays, the raised patterns are 
given in beautiful relief in a lighter tint of the same colour as the 
ground. Tne principle is capable of a very extended application,

Insorvent Court.—Suam Artorneys.—IN re BENTON. — The 
insolvent, who, it was said, is a gentleman of some celebrity in the 
sporting world, and whose debts amount to several thousand pounds, 
petitioned this court in January, 1846. He came up for his final 
order a few days ago, and the case was, at the instance of Mr. Stur- 
freon, adjourned sine die. Mr. Hughes now applied to the court to 
name a day for the insolvent tocome up, and he grounded his ap- 
plication on the following singular affidavit: — ‘The insolvent Ben- 
ton, and Hebert, an accountant, deposed that a person named Lin- 
dus, from whom he ( Benton) rented a house, represented himself to 
him as an attorney, and was, upon this representation, employed by 
Benton to prepare and file a petition to this court. The petition and 
schedule were prepared, and Lindus signed the name to them of 
© Richard Hare, attesting witness,” no such person being then pre- 
sent. In January last they found out that Lindus was, in fact, no 
EE at all, and that the whole proceedings were in consequence 
invalid. 

The aflidavit having been filed, his honour said he regretted to say 
that in these courts the practice of unauthorised persons acting as at- 
torneys had grown to a most shameful extent. The Law Institution 
ought at once to put a stop to such proceedings, and if it did not in- 
terfere the attorney general would prosecute such unauthorised and 
improper persons. Application refused. It was stated that Lindus 
` in the constant habit of practising in this and in the Insolvent 

ourt, 

Mipptrsex Sessions. — The February adjourned sessions com- 
menced on Tuesday, at Hicks’s Hall, Clerkenwell Green. Seventy- 
five cases were entered for trial, of which sixty-eight were felonies. 
The learned judge, in his charge to the grand jury, lamented that he 
again had occasion to call the attention of that body to the state of 
the calendar as regarded juvenile crime. He did not consider the 
present mode in which these criminals were treated at all calculated 
to effect their reformation, and the regulations pursued at present at 
Parkhurst, which establishment he had inspected since last session, 
were defective, and not at all as he could wish. The principle of re- 
wards for good conduct was not practised at Parkhurst, where the 
children had plenty of work and books, but they had neither play nor 
recreation. “ All work and no play makes Jack a duli boy.” It 
was useless to endeavour to reform the youthful criminal by holding 
out the prospects of the enjoyment of a respectable old age, but re- 
creation should be afforded, and the game of cricket might be bene- 
ficiaily introduced, for it was a healthy and invigorating amusement. 
He deprecated the system of these children being supported by the 
state; it would be far better for the various parishes to be compelled 
to support them, and for the parents to be then compelled to con- 
tribute. 

Count or Queen's Bexcu.—Borprer v. Barnerr. — This was 
an action involving a question of international law, on bills of ex- 
change, between England and France; and, although the amount 
for which ic was brought was but 68., still the point at issue was of 

reat importance to the mercantile interests of the two countries. 
The plaintiff, it appeared. is a French merchant, and the defendants 
are the weil known London bankers, carrying on business under the 
firm of Barnett and Co. The point at issue was. to ascertain what 
the law and custom of IFrance were in reference to “protest” in cases 
of “ dishonoured” bills, and to the right of action under the form and 
condition of such protest. The bill in question had been drawn at 
Newcastle. upon-Tyne, and was endorsed at Calais and also at Paris. 
It was subsequently presented by plaintiff at the defendants’, but not 
for a considerable number of days after it became due, and they de- 
clined payment, first, on the ground that the bill was not returned to 
them within a “ reasonable” time after it became due, according to 
the usage of the Ev giish law and rule of commerce, which were, that 
“one” aay after it became due in London was regarded as reasonable 
time; and, seconily, on the ground that the protest was informal, 
Counsel having been heard on both sides, Lord Denman summed 


up, and said the question which the jury had to determine was one of 
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great difficulty and importance, and one which he hoped would prove 
a means of leading to a better settlement and understanding of what 
the law in such cases ought to be between two great countries now, 
and for a considerable number of years past, happily, in a condition 
of free commercial intercourse with each other. ‘The learned judge 
then alluded to a statement of the French advocates who gave evi- 
dence in the cause, to the effect that, in cases of bills of exchange, a 
certain discretion was allowed to judges as to the course which they 
ought to recommend; and that, in the event of their directing a 
wrong one, they were liable to punishment. His lordship then put 
the case to the jury on the points of law, and they, after some short 
consideration, returned a verdict for the defendants on both sides.

GUILDHALL. — REFUSING A Farr. — A cabman, named Edmond 
Collins, was summoned by Alderman Wilson for having refused to 
drive him to the Croydon Railway for h's legal fare. Alderman 
Wilson stated that on Monday, the 8th of February, after leaving the 
court, he went to the first cab in King Street, belonging to the 
prisoner, and desired him to drive to the agaon Railway. Before 
stepping into the cab he said to defendant, “ Now, to prevent any dis 
pute, as the distance is under the mile, | sh ll only pay you your 
proper fare of 8d. ;” upon which the defendant immediately refused 
to take him, and drew his cab away. He (the alderman) then went 
to the second and third cab, and found both the drivers absent, in con- 
sequence of which he had simmoned them, and they had both been 
fined. ‘The defendant said that he was always under the impression 
that it was more than a mile, and that he was entitled to 1s. ; but 
that, on making enquiries, he found that he laboured under a mis- 
take, it being just under the mile. He could assure the alderman 
that he had offended through ignorance. Alderman Wilson ob- 
served that the distance was about 40 poles less than the mile, avd the 
defendant ought to have been satistied with 8d., when he well knew 
that his fare was going to be reduced to 6d. shortly. Sir John Pirie 
inflicted the penalty of 20s. and costs. 

Mansion Houss. — ‘fue Extensive DiamMonn Rossery. —On 
Wednesday Robert Kerr, late captain of the Levenside, was brought 
before the lord mayor for final examination upon the charge of 
robbing his employers of a quantity of diamonds, value nearly 20001. 
The evidence previously given was Tead over and signed by the re- 
spective witnesses. The only additional evidence adduced was that 
of William Ruttord, the mate. He stated that when the Levenside 
arrived in the docks, and Captain Kerr was about to go on shore, 
being below in the cabin, near the drawer where the diamonds were 
kept, he sent witness on deck to request the pilot to come down, and 
he then questioned him several times as to whether he (the captain) 
was likely to be searched upon landing at Foikstone. He subst- 
quently went to the drawer and took out some money and other 
cones Ballantine applied for and obtained permission to give up 
some clothes to the prisoner, who said nothing in defence, and was 
fuily commit, d to Newgate for trial.

The complainant said that he had engagedo serve M. Beauchet the 
first year for board and lodging only, and that from Christmas last he 
was to have 10l. for the half year, On Sunday night, when he re- 
turned to the establishment, he was not allowed any supper, and on 
remonstrating with M. Beuchet, that gentleman turned him out of 
the house. Inspector Morgan informed the magistrate that M. 
Beuchet was a teacher, who took contracts with the proprietors of 
boarding schools at a less rate than other French teachers would. 
He had got between forty and fifty of such contracts, and had brought 
over a number of young Frenchmen like the applicant, to perform 
the duty, each having a regular walk, with an allowance of sixpence 
for expenses and sixpence for dinner. Similar applications had been 
made before. Mr. Paynter said it was not a matter in which he 
could interfere, and he would advise the applicant to make the best 
arrangement he could with M. Beuchet and leave him.

Mills 
held an inquest at Notting Hill, on the body of Mr. F. F. Ham- 
mond, a watchmaker. | From the evidence it appeared that the de- 
ceased had been married about a twelvemonth, The deceased had 
unfortunately addicted himself for a long time past to drinking in 
secret, and although in the morning he would be actively engaged in 
his business, after dinner and a short absence from home he would 
become bewildered, and at times insensible. Latterly that habit ap- 
peared to increase on him, and he occasionally complained of his 
head, and appeared very nervous, and said he was going mad, and 
would not live to do so. On the morning of Saturday last, dt ceased 
was out all the morning attending to business, and on his return ate 
a very hearty dinner, and appeared in his usual state of health. Be- 
tween three and four o'clock in the afternoon, he was seen in the 
kitchen, and about five o clock, when his younger brother went into 
the parlour, he found deceased lying insensible on the sofa.

INTERESTING TO MEDICAL MEN, 


Menicat Recistration Birt. — In a parliamentary paper just 
issued, we find the objections of the London Society of Apothecaries 
to the Medical Registration Bill. These objections are urged ift a 
letter addressed to the Secretary of State, dated Aug. 20. 1846, and 
are thus stated : —~ 


As the law now stands, certain legal qualifications are demanded from persons 
who engage in the practice of medicine in England. Individuals who have ob- 
tained medical degrees or diplomas from Scotch or Irish universities or colleges, 
do not thereby acquire the right to practise medicine in England. The present 
bill authorises the registration in England of individuals who have obtained me- 
dical degrees or diplomas from Scotch and Irish universities and colleges; and 
such individuals, upon registration, are entitled to demand a certificate of regis- 
tration. The possession of such certificate of registration will entitle the holder 
toall the privileges of a legally qualified practitioner iu England. The bill, 
therefore, proposes to repeal the laws by which other qualifications than the pos- 
session of a medical degree or diploma from a Se tch or Irish or Hadas 4 or col- 
lege, is rogaired from those who engage in the practice of medicine in England. 
The certificate, a form of which is given in the schedule tothe bill, testifies that 
the individual named therein has been duly registered as a member of the “ Fa- 
culty of Medicine of [England].’’ No institution at present exists in England 
under the name of a Faculty ot Medicine. No mention is made in the body of 
the bill of any intention to create a faculty of medicine, nor is any explanation 
afforded as to the meaning intended to be conveyed by the term. The Society 
of Apothecaries have no objection to the establishment of a perfect reciprocity of 
practice between the medica: practitioners of the three kingdoms, provided such 
reciprocity of practice is established on the basis of an unitormity of education 
and examination in the three kingdoms. The present bill establishes the reci- 
procity of practice to the full extent, but makes no provision for ensuring an 
uniformity of education and examination. ‘The consequeuce would be, as the 
society fear, that the medical colleges or schools where the diploma or licence 
was gained upon the easiest terms would be the most frequent d, and that the 
general stanoard of medical Sojuirements would be thereby lowered. A Bill for 
the registration, in England, of medical practitioners, legally qualified to prac- 
tise in England, and for the registration, in Scotland and Trelansd: of medical 
piscunoners legally qualified to practise in those countries respe. tively, would 

e open to no objection, ani mixht smooth the way to future legislation. The 
present bili, however, under the title of a bill for the simple registration of me- 
dical practitioners, proposes to make a fundamental change in the laws for regu- 
lating the practice of medicine in this country; and by admitting medical di- 
plomas acquired m one part of the United Kingdom to qualify for practice in 
other parts of the kingdom, without giving the means of enforcing an uniform 
standard of qualification in all, is calculated, in the opinion of the society, to 
aff-ct to a very prejudicial extent the -ecurity, which the Society believes to exist 
in England, that those who have obtaineu a legal saucti-n to praciise medicine 
in this country, are in fact equal to the exigencies of their pro ession, Such 
being the society's broad ground of objection to the principle of the present bill, 
they abstain from urging any objection to its detaiis. 


Oren Drains IN Oxronr.—A committee of medical men have 
reported their opinion, that the open drains and ditches in and about 
Oxford are a principal cause of disease. Mortali y in Oxfora has 
greatly increased lately, and attention is being directed to it with a 
view to discover a remedy At the last meeting of the town council, 
Alderman butler gave notice of his intention to move for a survey 
and report on the sewerage, diainage, scavenging, and water supply 
of the city. He said he had received a letter from a very eminent 
individual, who, out of regard for the city of Oxford, had offeied to 
make the survey, stating that if his expenses out of pocket were paid, 
he would not ask for any thing beyond that. 

Exner anb Hemtocx. — Coles, in his “ Adam in Eden,” 1657, 
states that “if hemiock be subsiituted for parsley it will produce a 
drowsy effect, very like insensibility.” And Mr. P. Andrew, a bo- 
tanist of 'l'uscany, in 1577, says that “ In 1501 the asses ate such a 
quantity of hemlock that they fell down and remained insensible for 
such a length of time that their owners, imagining they were dead, 
skinned them for the sake of tneir hides; but they were horrified and 
grieved at beholding their asses recover in a short time, and stand up 
quite denuded of their skins. 

Love anp Puysic.—The following little bit of scandal has lately 
been the subject of general conversation in the fashionable circles of 
Berlin; — “One of our physicians,” says our informant, “had the 
good fortune to possess amongst his patients a young creole lady, 
with a fortune of 20,000 crowns perannum. Our doctor, in his pro- 
found sagacity, thought he might with safety prescribe for his fair 
invalid to make a trial of the marriage state, which he warmly re- 
commended as a powerful antidote, if not a panacea, for the malady 
which afflicted her. ‘The malade imaginaire, it would appear, seemed 
to relish the prescription — finding both the doctor and the physic to 
her taste — for shortly afterwards a marriage in due form put her in 
possession of both.” 

Inpucrion anb Depuction.—Mr. Noble, writing upon the phy- 

siology of the brain, well remarks, inductions gained by observation 
of natural phenomena, constantly furnish a source both of practical 
and speculative deductions. In tracing principles to their conse- 
quences, proximate or remote, a mental process goes on, differing 
in some respects from that which is employed in their primitive dis- 
covery. In the one instance, facts are collected, compared, and 
classified, and the truth which they all exemplify is noted, and ex- 
pressed in some appropriate formuia; in the other, however, the re- 
lations subsisting between some general truth and other facts which 
it does not prima facie include, have to be estimated, and the conclu- 
sion is often attained by collateral aid of several branches of know- 
ledge. Induction ascertains a truth; deduction not only turns it to 
immediate account, but also leads very often to a partial acquaintance 
with other circumstances and conditions, respecting which direct ex- 
perience may have revealed nothing. Thus, the legitimate induc- 
tions of astronomers and geologists lead to deductions concerning 
cosmogony; the truth or falsehood of which, in many instances 
leaves the former entirely unaffected. The induction of Dr. Mar. 
shall Hall, respecting the independent physiological agency of the 
spinal cord, has yielded materials for extensive deductions in patho- 
logy, natural history, and comparative anatomy, some of which may 
not be true, and yet Dr. Hall's principle remain unscathed. Thus 
it is with phrenology. For, as this is the science which not only 
forms the physiology of the brain, but must constitute, moreover, 
the only sure basis of mental philosophy, it necessarily stands in 
some relation to every subject which involves considerations either of 
the mind or the brain; and, under such circumstances, questions of 
education and corrective discipline, of mental derangement and of 
jurisprudence, receive considerable elucidation from the light which 
it affords. In consequence, many important deductions have been 
made from phrenology by writers upon insanity, moral and mental 
philosophy, criminal legislation, and other allied subjects; the ac- 
curacy or the inaccuracy of which, in particular instances, furnishes 
no test whatever of the soundness of phrenology as an inductive 
science.

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HINTS, FACTS, AND FANCIES. 


Tur Marquis pt Paritote.—M. Dumas has condescended, in 
his “ Pauline,” to afford his French readers a very strange insight 
into England generally, and Piccadilly in particular. ‘To analyse 
“ Pauline” would be almost as difficult as to transcribe “ Monte 
Cristo,’ so varied are the fortunes of the heroine and her lover. It 
wiil be sufficient to say that, in the course of those fortunes, the lady 
and her “friend,” standing in great need of secrecy and seclusion, fly 
to— Piccadilly, a rustic retirement, sacred even from pic-nics! Now 
we know of but one Piccadilly, whose habitation and name are 
equally divided between the illustrious parishes of St. George and 
St. James. Here, then, does the clever M. Dumas make his hero 
and heroine live in a fancy cottage — a pretty littie structure, simple 
and retired, with Venetian blinds, and a gaiden full of flowers!

‘There 
are, besides, a verdant lawn ! — beds of soses !— a well swept gravel 
walk !—and a seat under a magnificent plane tree, beneath the shade 
of which, love, literature, and laziness are enjoyed, in blessed uncon- 
sciousness of the brick-and-mortar tempe by which they are sur. 
rounded. And all this in the matter-of-fact year 1834 ! 

Sarr AND THe Porato Diseasz.—Mr. Coliett, M. P. for Athlone, 
has forwarded 10 the daily newspapers the foliowing extract from a 
letter respecting the potato disease, aud its remedy, he has just re- 
ceived from Ireland : — 

In September, 1844, the sea was first shut off from a portion of the slobs over 
which it flowed previously every tide. No artificial means were used to drain it, 
or to wash the sait from it, but in the spring of 1845 a few potatoe» and a quan- 
tity of grass were sown as an experiment, and both came up most luxuriantly. 
In the latter part of August the potatoes had grown to a large size, and from the 
unenclosed aud unprotected nature of the ground they were bring daily dimi- 
nished vy trespa-sers, and the whole were consequently dug up. This was not 
till long after the disease had shown its If in a very vi ulent form on many larms 
in the neighbourhood. Some of these potatoes, which were without a symptom 
of disease, were forwarded to London for the satisfaction of the share holcers in 
the Londonderry and Coleraine Railway Company, who are greatly interested in 
the turther reclamations iu Lough Foyle. Many of these I kept tiil June, 1846, 
and to the last there was no appearance o: disease on them. The land not 
having been enclosed ard fenced, none were sown in the spring of last year, but 
the freecom trom disease in the previous year was greatly attributed to the salt 
which was in the soil. The grass in that year, and also last year, was most 
luxuriant, and some self-soen seeds of oats produced straw above five teet in 
height, and an abundauce of yield of grain far ex: eeding the average of oats even 
on the best tilled ground, If I can give you any fur.her information on this 
subject I shall be moot happy. 

SUBSTITUTE FOR POTAIOES, — French kidney or haricot beans are 
superior to every other kind of grain or purse in point of vourish- 
ment. They contain, according to Einhof, 84 per cent. of nutritive 
matter, of which 50 is pure faria, the rest gluten and mucilage ln 
a dy state when cooked they snoula be well soaked and genty 
boiled till tenoer, and mixeu with some gravy, salt, and pepper, A 
better esculent vegetable cannot be found. ‘lhe cultivation of this 
bean on a large scale would add greatly to the resources of agri- 
culture, and be a great boon and blessing to the poor. On the Con- 
tinent, this bean in its dry state, enters largely into soups. 

A Hixr ror Timser Growers. — No one can travel much 
through South Lancashire without being siruck with the poorness of 
the timber trees. Compared with the oaks of Warwickshire, those 
of Lancashire are mere dwarfs, and, like most dwarfs, they are mi- 
serubly iil-shaped and ugly. Except in a few rich valleys, sheltered 
from the normh-west winds, it 1s difficult to find a well-formed or 
weil-grown tree of this species in South Lancashire. This is par'ly 
the result of soil, but still more of climate. ‘The north-west winds, 
which are so prevalent along this coast, ‘sweep across the great plain 
of Lancashire with an unbroken course, bending ail trees more or 
less from the point from which they blow, aud bowing. twisting, and 
stunting the oaks, until they form pitiful caricatures of those giants 
of the forest which line the banks of the Avon, at Warwick and 
Stoneleigh ; or of those which rise around the towers of Windsor. 
The great cause of the poverty of the oaks and ashes in this district 
is certainly the prevalence of these winds; for on passing through 
the summit tunnel, which has been cut through the bowels of Black- 
stone Edge, this kind of timber improves immediately, in ‘lodmor- 
den, and all along the eastern side of the hiils which form the Back- 
bone of England. But the westerly winds, though the principal, 
are not the soe cause of the inferiority of Lancashire timnber; for in 
the woods of Dunham Massey, near Altrincham, which are also exe 
posed to those winds, the few oaks which are grown are wonderfully 
tine. ‘Chere, however, the soil is rich and deep, whilst in South Lan- 
cashire it is either a thin sandy earth, produced by the disintegration 
of the new red sandstone rock, or the cold tenacious clay which covers 
the coal formation. Both these soils form indifferent timber land, the 
first from its weakness and shallowness, the second from its wetness 
and from its shaley subsoil; and they are both especially unfavour- 
able for the growth of the oak, which is a very tender tree in the early 
stage of its growth, and afterwards requires a deep and rich soil to 
nourish it. So long, therefore, as Lancashire planters persist in 
planting the oak (except in very choice situations), the timber of this 
county will present its present bare and stunted appearance. ‘There 
are, however, other descriptions of trees which flourish in Lanca- 
shire, and which, if properly attended to, would soon improve the ap- 
pearance of its worst districts. ‘The most valuable and beautiful of 
these are the elm, the beech, and the sycamore. The last of these 
trees flourishes even within a few miles of the sca, where it is subject 
not only to the beating of the westerly blasts, but to showers of salt 
spray in stormy weather. There is a fine avenue of sycamores at 
Mr. Skirving’s nursery, at Walton, which cannot be more than two 
or three miles from the sea; and at West Derby and Knotty Ash, 
which are a little more sheltered, there are many remarkably fine 
trees of this kind. The elm also flourishes well, at no great distance 
from the sea, as may be seen irom the size of the trees (now, alas! 
doomed to destruction) around Wavertree Hall, and still more from 
the great size and beauty of those about Allerton and Woolton, The 
beech also flourishes and becomes one of the most beautiful and 
graceful of trees in most parts of South Lancashire. If, therefore, 
the owners of landed property in this county wish to beautify their 
estates, they ought to turn their attention to these and other trees 
suitable to the suil and climate, instead of attempting to force the 
rowth of trees altogether unsuitable to both. 

ELEVATION oF THE Lanv at PLYMOUrH,— Attention has recently 
been drawn to elevations or depressions of the land, with reference 
to the medium sea level.‘ In our own immediate neighbourhood,” 
says the.“ Plymouth Herald,” “proofs of these elevations may be 
seen. If we jand upon the N.E. point of the Mewstone, there isa 
bank of debris resting upon a stratum of rolled pebbles of ail sizes ; 
this raised beach being sheltered from the br. akers, remains as an 
evidence of a change of tne relative levels of the Mewstone and sea 
having taken place. Passing from the Mewstone to the main land, 
aud coasting round the Sound, we find a succession of these beaches 
in the cliffs, about 15 or 20 feet above high water mark ; they may be 
seen. at Bovisand, under the Hoe, near | edding Point and Cawsand. 
But we have other evidence of elevations,—submarine limestone 
rocks are every where perforated and honeycombed by Pholades. 
About low water mark and downwards they are everywhere found 
alive, but higher up we find them dead ; and as high as high-water 
mark their cells may in some Jocalities be seen, These animals can 
only live beiow the mean level, requiring to be aliogeiher under 
water, or at least covered by every ude. Now, when we find the 
empty celis of these creatures in the sulid limestone rocks under the 
citadel, but at such a hei; ht as would preclude the animals trom 
living in them, we can only infer that the rocks have been raised, or 
that the sea level has been depressed. Many of these cells may be 
seen in our lvcatity. ‘The writer had occasion to land a few days ago 
near the Blockhouse, and directly under the battery at Devil's Point; 
here he observed that there had been a tissure in the limestone, and a 
portion of the rock jhad been removed, leaving a vertical surface of 
the solid limestone exposed to view, his part of the rock is covered 
with the ceils of the Sexicava rugosa, and above the ordinary high- 
water level, thereby leaving proof that our shores have been rising 
slowly and imperceptibly ; the place is easily acees-ible, and anybody 
may see the place referred to, if the land be rising still, our harbours 
wili become more shallow. ‘The system now pursued of observing and 
recording tides and soundings will ulimately settle tne point, if 
engineers will only have the liberality to admit the possibility of 
former as well as future observations being made correctly.”

STORM ON THE RIVER THAMES. 


STORM ON THE RIVER. 


During the latter part of last week the weather had been univer- 
sally bois rous. Strong gales blowing from the west by south-west 
kept the Thames in a state more resembling an arm of the sea than a 
river. and the immense quantity of land waer out has caused it tu 
overflow its boundaries in all directions, The damage effected was, 
however, trifling compared with the disasters attendant upon the 
hurricane that took place between four and five o’clock on Friday 
morning, it being then nearly high water. Barges were driven from 
their moorings, hundreds of sticks of timber drifted here and there, 
and the lashing of the waves threw down several embankments be- 
tween Vauxhall and Putney Bridges, and between Battersea and 
Putney no less than five sailing barges were sunk, In three cases 
the crews succeeded in reaching the shore in safety. In the fourth 
there was a very narrow escape of life; and in the last case, the men 
having charge of the barge are believed to have been drowned, as 
nothing has been since heard of them. Thetwo most serious occur- 
rences were those of a sailing raat belonging to Mr. Mulcock, a 
lighterman and coal merchant, of EWOO, near Hounslow, laden 
with coals, which went down off Cremerne Gardens, about five 
o'clock; the master swam ashore, and the apprentice, who could not 
swim, held on by one of the barge oars, trusting to the surge washin 
him ashore. When nearly exhausted he was picked up by Forsdyth, 
an apprentice to Wingate, a waterman at Battersea. Both he and 
his master were taken on board a barge, where in a short time they 
recovered, At about half past four o'clock, a sailing barge, havin 
on board 70 tons of coal, and belonging to Mr. Tharington, o 
Windsor, sunk in the channel off the Feathers, at Wandsworth. 
Several persons living at the water side were awakened by cries of 
“ Help! help!” but we could not learn that any one put off. ‘The 
cries for assistance ceased in a few minutes, and when daylight 
broke, all that was seen at the spot from whence the cries were sup- 
posed to proceed was the upper portion of the mast of a barge sticking 
out of the water. One of the barge oars, as also a hitcher, were 
found floating off the shore, and the missing oar is supposed to be 
the same one seen floating in a perpendicular position through Bat- 
tersea Bridge about six o'clock. As it would be impossible for an 
oar to float in such a manner without a weight attached, it is but too 
probable that one of the unfortunate men belonging to the barge had 
clung to it and not released his hold. ‘The hurricane has been 
almost as disastrous on land. In the nursery grounds around Clap- 
ham, Balham Hill, and Battersea, immense mischief has been done 
by! the sProone of shrubs, &c. And in Wimbledon, Richmond, 
and Bushy Park, many trees have been blown down, and some hun- 
dreds lopped of their branches. Great damage has also been sus- 
tained by the rare and valuable collection of plants in Kew Gardens.

DREADFUL OMNIBUS ACCIDENT. 


A most melancholy occurrence took place at Bideford on Tuesday 
the 16th inst., which, in consequence of the number of lives that 
were sacrificed, has cast a gloom over the whole neighbourhood and 
the adjacent villages. The facts are briefly told. n that evening 
Bowden’s omnibus, which plies between Bideford and Torrington, 
and is designated the Safety, drew up opposite the quay, and at six 
o'clock started for the latter town. ‘Lhe vehicle was full of passen- 
gers, 11 persons being inside, and one on the roof. It had not gone 
many yards before one of the horses became restive, and after ma ing 
two or three plunges the pole and splinter broke asunder from the 
carriage, which instantly went down the declivity of the quay, and 
with the whole of its passengers was precipitated over into the river. 
‘The night was dark, and there were upwards of 20 feet of water, the 
tide beingup. ‘There was a terrific shriek from the passengers, but 
it was only momentary. A woman, who was on the roof, fortu- 
nately got ashore, and Mr. Michael Chapple, a glovemaker, of Tor- 
rington, by a desperate effort burst open the door of the omnibus and 
swam ashore, assisted by a soldier, who bravely jumped in to his 
rescue. He was the only one of the inside passengers who escaped, 
the remainder all perished. Grappling irons were immediately pro- 
cured, and every effort made to save some of them, but all in vain; 
it was nearly two hours before the omnibus was brought ashore. 
When raised on to the quay the sight was truly horrifying; the sufferers 
were lying in a mass at the furthermost end from the entrance. It 
was evident they had struggled earnestly to escape. The inquest on 
the bodies took place on Wednesday, before Mr. Pridlan, the borough 
coroner, Their names were given out as follows: — Mrs. Fanny 
Friendship, aged 40 (left five children); Ann Norman (a widow), 
aged 65; Mrs. Elizabeth Friendship, aged 35 (left six children); 
Mary Ann Friendship (daughter of the last deceased), aged 11; 
Mrs. Ann Page, aged 40; Mr. John Chapple, aged 60 (brother of 
the gentleman who escaped); John Passmore, aged 30; Miss Eliza- 
beth Griffey, and two others, names unknown. ‘The inquiry into all 
the circumstances occupied the whole of the day.. No blame attached 
to the driver or owners of the omnibus, but the jury finally returned 
the subjoined verdict: —“ Accidental death, and the jury strongly 
recommended an indictment being laid against the authorities of the 


town for allowing the quay-side to remain in the dangerous state 
it was.

Loss or a Frascu Srream Fricatr. — The “ Presse” publishes 
the following letter, dated St. Louis, January 18th, 1847 : — “ No- 
thing is spoken of here but the loss of the steam frigate Caraibe, 
commanded by Admiral Montagnies de la Roque. About seven 
o'clock yesterday morning that frigate, returning from the Canary 
Islands, where she had been to convey M, Bouét, was wrecked on 
the coast, five leagues to the north of St. Lonis, A heavy fog 


the sea at the time. The commander was aware that he was 
sear ihe land, since he had stopped her from midnight to six o’clock 
in the morning. At six o'clock he got up his steam to reach St. 
Louis, but during the time she was stopped the currents had carried 
her so close to the shore that she was no sooner set in motion by the 
steam than she struck the ground. The misfortune occurred at the 
moment the commander, having a doubt as to his position, had given 
orders to heave the lead. Atter having fired some cannon shot in 
order to obtain assistance, the admiral ordered out the boats. But 
the frigate was surrounded with breakers, and according as the boats 
were launched they were swamped, and all hands in them perished, 
with the exception of one seaman, who brought an account of the 
disaster to St Louis towards ten o'clock, The entire population of 
that town instantly proceeded to thewreck. With unheard-of efforts 
they succeeded in laying hold of the ropes of the frigate, and held 
her down to the ground It was by these means the crew was saved, 
but three fourths of the seamen would have perished had not the 
intrepid negroes of Guetudar seized them as they dropped into the 
water. Nevertheless I saw six or Seven perish with my own eyes. 
The landing was effected with great precipitation, and many of the 
crew perished who might have been saved. Some boats, which 
errived fram St. Louis, brought off all the officers, and the admiral 
the last, towards seven 0 clock in the evening. The ship remains a 
total wreck, without any hope of saving her. She was abandoned 
with by far too much precipitation, for where she lay the men might 
have remained safe on the poop during several days. The admiral 
bivouacked with the men on the sea shore, in order to save as much 
of the stores as possible, and they still remain there, It is a great 
misfortune for France, and a great misfortune for the admiral, He 
was indeed truly unlucky to have lost a superb frigate without any 
reason, with twenty of his crew drowned. There were several sol- 
diers on board the Caraibe who escaped from the Papin when she 
was wrecked, and were subsequently on board the Caiman when she 


went ashore.”

Iris Fisnenizs. — The Marquis of Granby, in the late debate, 
far underrated the number of boats and fishermen in Galway. From 
the Irish Fishery Reports for 1846, it appears there are in this dis~ 
trict 1871 fishing boats, hookers, and yawls, manned by 7958 men ; 
yet, bold and fearless as the Claddah fishermen proverbially are, it is 
not to be expected that they should risk their lives in going to 
fishing grounds which lie thirty miles from the town without a single 
harbour or pier in which they can get shelter in case of a sudden 
gale. This want of harbours is one of the great drawbacks to the 
fisheries in Ireland ; and even of those piers that are built, many of 
them from neglect in receiving timely repairs are falling to decay ; 
and one of them at Newcastle, county Down, has been entirely de- 
stroyed, to the great distress and almost ruin of the fishermen 
around, At Dunmore, near Waterford, where there is an excellent 
small harbour available at all times, a fishing company has esta- 
blished itself, and is supplying the poor around with abundance of 
cheap and nutritious food, besides dividing 20 per cent. profit to the 
owners; the twelve cutters, averaging from 36 to 50 tons each, catch 
fish worth 4000/. a-year, a striking proof of the advantage resulting 
trom a safe harbour in the neighbourhood of the fishing ground, ard 
which should be an encouragement to her Majesty’s Government to 
buiid piers in all the other places where they are needed. It may 
not be generally known that the fisheries in Ireland, even in their 
present half-worked state, and with the piers, as before mentioned, 
often in ruin from negiect, afford employment to 19,880 vessels and 
boats, and 93,000 hardy fishermen. Such a body of men are worth 
encouraging. The expense of constructing a few low-water piers, 
where stone is abundant and labour cheap, cannot be very great; 
but even if it were, it certainly is a profitable investment of public 
money, by which life is saved and a hardy race of seamen is en- 
couraged. These piers, if set about at once, might be built in the 
course of the summer, and aid in giving immediate relief, 

Tue Exvecraic Teteararn IN tHe Unirep Srates.—A line has 
been completed across the Alleghany Mountains, and it has worked 
admirably between Philadelphia and Pittsburg—a distance of 300 
miles. The journals of Pittsburg have published the proceedings of 
Congress of one afternoon on the following morning; and this is the 
case with all the news from the great cities of the Atlantic coast. 
The message of the Governor to the Legislature of New York, de- 
livered at Albany on the 7th ult., and consisting of two columns and 
a half of solid nonpareil, was published in the city of New York two 
hours after its delivery, having been transmitted sentence by sentence 
by the electric telegraph. A company has been formed, with ade- 
Ten capital, to construct a telegraphic communication between 

Vashington and New Orleans, by the way of Richmond, Charleston, 
Mobile, &c. 

CommerciaL Treaties. — We learn from Washington that the 
Senate have finally ratified the commercial treaty made with the 
Zollverein, by the late American minister, Mr. niin: at the 
court of Austria, This treaty was rejected by the United States 
Government when it was first presented, and has since lain dormant. 
We do not know how the obstructions to its passage through the 
Senate have been removed, or what changes have been made in- 
suring its ratification, as the objections then made were of such a 
nature as prevented a solitary treaty of this kind being adopted. 
The Zollverein extended exclusive privileges to;the admission of the 
products and manufactures of the United States into their ports, 
upon condition that privileges equally great were extended to the 
products and manufactures of the countries composing the Zoll- 
verein, ‘Treaties existing between America and other countries 
have hitherto prevented the Government from doing this, as the 
clause which all treaties contain, admitting the products and manu- 
factures of each country upon terms equal to those of the most 
favoured nations, compels all to be placed on apar. In consider. 
ation of these facts, it appears very strange how this treaty could 
have been ratified. Such, however, is our information from Wash- 
ington.

been as opposed to social order or established’ government as’ tradi- 

tion all along has preserved as the distinguishing traitof this popular 
individual. To have robbed only the upper classes, at a time when 
the majority of these were of Norman extraction, would, of course, 
assist in throwing a halo of patriotic regard around any Saxon out- 
law among the great bulk of the population of this country. Assist- 
ance and refuge would follow sympathy, and the power and resources 
of a clever individual in such a situation would soon present a for- 
midable front to the ruling powers. Such were the first Robin 
Hoods, and such will always appear when circumstances are favour- 
able for escape from civil power, and opportunity afforded of enjoy- 
ment in liberty of thought and action, especially if it include escape 
from restraint or oppression. A less exalted, but perhaps a truer 
picture of such characters and such situations, may be found in’ the 
neighbourhood of our convict establishments in Australia; and in 
our opinion, a modern refugee of the bush has considerable claims to 
be considered the modern protoia of the redoubtable Robin Hood 
of our nursery rhymes. or do we much violence to classic feeling 
or traditional respect by such a comparison, unless we form these 
upon ignorance and false ideas of what has been, and are foolishiy 
wedded to the opinion expressed in the vulgarest of all errors, ‘ the 
good old times.’

NEWS FROM PARIS. 
(From a Correspondent.) 

The opening of the Theatre Historique has made a great sensa- 
tion here, and the first representations have met with that sort of 
doubifui success and ambiguous measured criticism, which seems to 
show that neither the pubiic nor the press have quite made up their 
minds on the subject. One point, however, is settled, and unless the 
directors alter their present system immediately, to suit the necessi- 
ties of Parisian life, they will greatly prejudice the chances of their 
speculation. ‘Chere isa general complaint that this theatre inier 
feres with the established hours so materialiy, by opening at five and 
beginning at six precis.ly, that it will be impossible to sacrifice so 
much of tne day in order to visit it; and, after all, the performance 
lasts from eight to nine hours! Dumas seems to have determined to 
insert every character in his novel coute qui coute. The tirst night 
the Duc de Montpensier, M. and Madame Duchatel, the president 
M. de Belleyme, who had given judgment against Dumas that very 
day, and many of the notiity and celebrated writers. including 
Victor Hugo and family, sat till three o'clock, and applauded heartily 
at the fail of tne curtain; but the public will not be so easily con- 
tented. Another circumstance, which has been much talked about 
as being such a happy innovation at this theatre, {is a different 
arrangement of the inverior, by which people are enabled to get a 
good view of the stage from every part of the house; this, per se, 
ought to be an advantage, but it is accompanied by a disadvantage 
apparently the necessary consequence of the change, whch will no: 
suit a Parisian audience; it is, that the people in the different parts 
of the house cannot see one another as in other theatres. This not 
only interferes with the social habits of the habitues of French 
theatres, who are accustomed to pay as much attention to the spec- 
tators as the actors, but by isolating the different parts of the house, 
it will prevent any of those simultaneous expressions of admiration 
in which the enthusiasm communicates like an electric shock to 
every part of the house, because the audience are visibly and practi- 
cally united in one body. It is now as if the people in a concert 
room were to occupy three rooms instead of one for the performance, 
and thereby to lose the union of their sympathies. With regard to 
the opera, I may as well tell you at once that Leon Pilet has no 
chance; the affair is coming on now in avery few days, and there- 
fore it is useless to speculate on his probable successor ; it is expected 
that he will receive some dedommagement, in the shape of a govern- 
ment appointment, and that/his successor will undertake to pay offhis 
debts (said to’ be from 200,000 to 300,000 francs), and will purchase 
the remainder of his privilege, about thirteen months, so as to turn 
him and Madame Stolz adrift without delay. Duprez is going to 
Vienna and Berlin, and is engaged to sing all his famous parts in 
Germany. Now, | can understand that Parisians, remembering his 
great services to the opera, and the long period for which they have 
enjoyed his incomparable dramatic talent, Parisians may still ap- 
plaud, from a reverence for the tradition of Duprez’ triumphs; but I 
fear the Germans will not be so accommodating. He has not 
above a good quarter of an hour now in an entire opera, and the rest 
is generally out of tune, which wont do for Germany. You will 
have heard that it will be announced immediately that contracts for 
building a new house (opera) will be received by government. 
Among the eight or nine sites mentioned in the newspapers, that 
which occupies the ground facing the Palais Royale, at the end of 
the Rue Rivoli, is, or will be, adopted, as 1 am informed, on good 
authority, 

l was surprised last night, in walking home with a French friend 
from “ Les Italiens,” to hear him say he didn't think Lablache would 
be so great a lass to Covent Garden. Jl est trop Napolitain, Mon- 
sieur; troppo canaglia! and he added, that many persons in Paris 
were geiting tired of Lablache on the same ground. ‘They think

The acquittal of the * National” produces less sensation 
here than you might expect, owing to the intense interest felt about 
the relations with England. | must remark, by the way, that just 
before 1830, Polignac nad concluded an offensive alliance with 
Russia, which gave her carte blanche in the Kast, for the Rhine, &c.

As the testimony of the Marquis de l’Angle 
de Beaumanoir was very important, it may not be uninteresting to 
say a few words about him. He is descended by the female line 
from the famous Beaumanoir, who fought in the duel of thirty 
Frenchmen ayainst thirty Englishmen, in, I think, the fourteenth 
century, when, in the course of the combat, Beaumanoir said to a 
friend, “ J'ai soif; ” he was answered, “Bois ton sang, Beaumanoir ,” 
and he liierally moistened his lips with his own blood, and his exer- 
tions afterwards mainly secured the victory De l’Angle is one of 
the fiercest and best swordsmen in France; he is a short man. other- 
wise he would be quite the best fencer of his day, as his science and 
skill are considered superior to that of any otner amateur. Apro- 
pos to theatrical novelties, I must remind you that if the carnival is 
more gay in public, the carême is much more so in private hfe at 
Paris ; and even in pu slic, some of the most popular charity balls are 
given during the carême. Of these, one of the greatest favourites is 
that for dramatic artis.s, at which all the queens of the stage meet 
for once on neutral ground, and the connoisseur has an opportunity 
of seeing all the stirs of the day assemaled under one roof. [t has 
been a subject of great complaint hitherto at these balls, that the 
most beautiful or cele>raed actresses were, though present, with- 
drawn from the society of the dancers, and secluded in private boxes, 
by which all close examination or personal communication was pre- 
vented; and the actresses always declared that they were obliged to 
act in this way “by command,” ‘This year, a new system is adopted, 
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by which these actresses are all obliged to dance. A regular tariff is 
established, by which the price of their hands is settled beforehand 
for every dance in the ball, and anybody who wishes to monopo.ise 
ove of them, must pay heavily for his pleasure The price is, I 
think, ten francs for a polka or redown, and twenty francs for a waltz. 
The Duc de Nemours’ ball, with his singular choice of costume, 
pierrots et pierrettes, astonished Paris; as he has been hitherto more 
severe in maintaining the strictest court etiquette than any of his 
family: it is believed that “ the family” think he has gone too far in 
his aristocratic tastes, and that he is obliged to court popularity at 
this moment. 


THEATRES. 


Her Magesty's Tueatre. — At Her Majesty's Theatre there has 
been no change of performance, La Favorita and Coralia having 
been thrice repeated with great appiause, to audiences numerous and 
distinguished beyond all precedent at the comm: ncement of the sea- 
son. On Saturday. Gardom and Superchi were both suffering from 
severe indisposition, as, indeed, on the opening night. On Tuesday, 
Superchi was so much worse that his part of the Xing had to be taken 
ata very brief notice by Signor Solari, who acquitted himself very 
crediably | Notwithstandinz these drawbacks, the season has begun 
more auspiciously than the subscribers, or even the most sanguine 
friends of the management, could have anticipated. La Favorita 
affords abundant materials !0 test the powers of Gardoni, Superchi, 
and Bouché; and the success of these three great singers is un- 
doubted. - Perhaps the most significant tribute to their talent that 
has yet been paid by the London press, will be found in the malig- 
nant aspersions insinuated against tnem in the venal columns of a 
daily paper, which heretofore gave the tone to musical criticism. 
Mile. Sanchioli has never b en heard to greater advantage than in 
this opera. Her part is a tiying one, and she has surmounted its 
difficulties with incontestable judgment. The ill-starred Favourite 
in her hands wins a sympathy that would be withheld from the mere 
impersonation of a fickle intriguante, The harshness of tone in her 
upper notes, which last season somewhat impaired her brilliant exe- 
cution of fioriture, 18 no longer perceptible — the result obviously 
of judicious and incessant practice, Her delivery of the passage 
commencing “ Fia dunque vero,” in act 3., whilst resolving to inform 
her lover of her real position, is unspeakably affecting, and evinces 
tragic powers of the hignest order. Mile. Nascio’s role is so insigni- 
ficant, that it would be obviously unjust to draw an inference from 
the impressjon she has hitherto made. Her voice and appearance 
are extremely prepossessiug. The orchestra, so far from having 
suffered from the secession of the malcontents, is probably the most 
perfect ever formed ın this country in aid of the lyric drama. The 
chorus is composed entirely of foreign singers, trained with admir- 
able precisiun. The astovishment and delight created by the “ Si 
tenti almen” (act 3. ), and “ De penitenti il puro cor,” in the beginning 
of act 4., afford amusing evidence of the novelty of a skilled and 

owerful chorus, even within the walls of this great lyric temple. 
The new ballet of Coralia is lively and entertaining, and has proved 
a decided hit. ‘The two lovely débutantes have succeeded in fascinat- 
ing all beholders : Rosati by the same abandon and espièglerie that 
won Cerito her laurels ; Taglioni by a g aceful and intellectual style 
approaching that of her gi ted namesake, Never was vallet so su- 
perbly mounted as Coralia. Its mise-en-scène realises the fairy land 
described by Mmes. D’Aulnoy and D'Anois. Its corps-de-ballet 
outvies all the wonders told in the Cabinet des Fées. 

Drury Lanz —Wallace’s new opera of Matilda was produced on 
Monday evening, with all the success that the most enthusiastic 
friend of the gifted composer could desire, and, what is better stili, 
the success was most deserved. The composition of the opera bears 
throughout the impress of genius, but of genius chastened, elevated 
perfectionated (if we may be allowed to coin a word) by study and 
science. ‘I'he choruses are Magnificent. The last chorus of sena- 
tors, in particular, is a Massive composition, worthy to take its place 
by the side of the grand choruses of Beethoven or of Weber. The 
finale is a brilliant piece of fioriture, which was most brilliantly ren- 
dered by Miss Romer, and was rewarded by an encore. The opera, 
too, is replete with melody. There is a spirited drinking song by 
Weiss, which was admirably given, and in the third act a little gem 
of melody, “ A lowly Youth, a Mountain Child,” which was exqui- 
sitely given by Miss Rebecca Isaacs, and which will be the favourite 
drawing-room ballad of the opera. The piece is mounted in most 
superb style. The last scene, the grand hall of the states of Bohe- 
mia, is a perfect marvel of effect. The success of the Opera was deserv- 
edly most triumphant. Miss Romer and Harrison (both of whom 
were in admirable voice) were called: for at the conclusion. Then 
Mr. Wallace was called for, and then Mr. Bunn had to come for- 
ward and bow his thanks to one of the most crowded audiences ever 
assembled within the walls aun, 

Princess's THEATRE. — Miss Anne Romer came out i 
character on Saturday night last — that of Hermine, n Balfe's 
sprightly and amusing opera The Castle of Aymon. Having by this 
time had a little experience, the young lady in question appeared to 
more advantage than when we first saw her, and her easy, well-disci- 
plined vocalism had now but few drawbacks, The music of the 
opera — gay, voluble, and exuberant — suited her extremely well, and 
she delivered the pretty airs with which it abounds in a pleasing 
manner, obtaining several encores, and the honour (if such a cheap 
and worn-out distinction can be so called) of a call before the cur- 
tain. To the additional credit of this promising English vocalist, it 
may be said that she endeavours to meet the dramatic exigencies of 
the case with something like acting ; and though she seems as yet to 
have had but little instruction in the arts of stage deportment and 
conduct, the natural instinct is favourable to good progress. The 
opera is performed in much the same style as it was in 1844, when it 
was first brought out at this theatre for the début of Miss Helen Con- 
dell. The chief parts are filled by the same individuals namely, by 
Mr. Allen, Mr. Lether, and Mr. Walton, $ : 

Lyceum.—Mr. Charles Dance, who has written the new burlesque 
for this theatre, has gone for his subject to that most amusing book 
the “ Volksmiarchen of Musius, a tieid, hitherto, we believe, unex- 
plored, as far as this species of drama is concerned.
